information for evaluation of 
the new Reading Laboratory

_ The grade four average score 
in ferns of grade equivalent 
was 4.5, This means that the 
class reading level average 
represénts four years. and five 
months of reading achievement 
a$ measured by the test. Indi- 
vidual fourth grader scores 
vafiged from a low of 2.0 to a 
high of 10.5, 

_ Sixth grade average reading 
Jevel in the teat was 6.5 in 
terms of grade equivalent. In- 
dividual scores ranged from 
23 to 163. The range of 
stores which indieate vast dif- 


ferences in individual ability 


mean that some sixth graders 
are able to read only at the 


‘second grade level while others 


are able to read at high school
